In the purse were also two small 
xokt ingots. ‘The purse itself was 
fitted with gold hinges for. ottach- 
ment to a leather baldrie, and a gold 
closing clasp.

The. welght of ali these various 
objects disposed about the person of 
their wearer must have been @ 
handicap to any but a man of un- 
usual helght and strength. 

Placed near. the burial was a lurge 
bronze bowl imported from Egypt, 
whith contained another smailer 
bronze bowl, . called, technically,. 0 
hanging bowl, enriched with escutch~- 
cong of milleflore work and scroll 
decorntlons.. 

This inner bow] contained other 
bronze objects. 

Another item was a sot-of nine 
shallow silver bowls, obviously a 
tnble service, Thesa had been nested 
and placed inverted in the grave.

silver handles, 


A mass of decayed cloth, nen, 
leather, and flock-like material has

Cloth of several weaves could be 
distingulshed—one having an elabo- 
rate fringe. The leather proves to 
be the remains of shoes. The flock 
maybe the stuffing of the small 
pitlow. 


It ig an interesting fact that the 
great silver dish was made in Con- 
stantinople round about the yenr 
A.D. 520. 


The ordinory channels of trade 
probobly provide the explanation, 
though the exchange of rich gifts 
was common among the preat men

Dr.’ Shang described Yunnan os 
“China's Lost Horizoh", There In 
the mountains, amid the grandeur 
of the Jakes and the primitive 
beauty of the rolling plateaux, s1x 
thousand feet above the sea, thou- 
sands of patriotic young men from 
all parts of China were not only 
keeping alive the spark of Chinese 
culture and learning, but were re- 
kindling o great spirit of national 
Tenaissance, he sald. : 

In invading and occupying the 
freat citics of China, said Dr. Shang, 
Japan had put the Chinese univer- 
sities to fight—from  urban-palace 
clty to rural town, from rural town 
to the frontier." But the war on 
Chinese culture was a dismal failure. 
It gave rise to a mighty westward 
movement, reminiscent of the Cali- 
fornia gold rush—a’ great migration 
of people of principle and character 
who refused to serve us puppcts.. 

In. additlon to the Peiping and 
Tientsin and the Sun Yat-sen (Can- 
ton) Universities, said Dr. Shang, 
four other institutions of learning 
from north; central and cast China 
had moved to Yunnan. 

Lack of Books 

The conditiuns under which these 
institutions were functioning were 
most arduous, Dr. Shang sald, They 
had no palatial bulldings, they were 
very short of books, equipment and 
apparatus. But the work went on 
for all that, for buildings and books 
did not make a university. Rather 
was {to gathering of intellectuals 
‘who could impart higher knowledge 
und thinking to these who sought it. 
In one respect, at least, they were 
fortunate. In‘thelr new surroundings, 
{ree from the dust and turmoil of the 
metropolis, in country where nature's 
beauty was outspread in its utmost 
profusion, the students were inspired 
to nobler thoughts . arid more: lofty 
ideals. ‘ 

These conditions were helping to 
develop a combination of urban and 
rural civilisation, said Dr. Shang. 
helping to develop what Confuctus 
called “a gentieman= culture”’—a 
combination of clvIlity and ‘rustteity. 
Thus the “frontler” was now China’s 
cultural Zion—the Zion of her ren- 
alssance in every aspect of her 
national life. = 

Dr. Shang paid tribute to many 
foreign helpers .who were there 
living the rustic life, deprived of 
such things as butter, milk and bread 
and modern conveniences. 

‘The simple, clean life was, how- 
ever, reacting beneficially: in every 
possible way, Physically, the effect 
was astounding ‘on the students. In- 
tellectually, they came more into 
contact with reality. Culturally, 
there was a clash as well as dif- 
fusion and intermingling of cultures. 

Dr. Shang concluded by saying 
that the’ students ‘were naturally 
very homesick for their old clitics 
and they knew they would go back 
Ithero some day; but they Imew too 


ho: that there was no going back until 


*Chinn was free again, until the re- 
‘birth of China, ‘which they were 
helping to consummate, had been 
accomplished, He appealed to Chi- 
nese to help in this great national 
task.

Britain’s Coal 

Since last. summer, when 
Parliament passed the Coal 
Mines Act, the British coal in- 
dustry has ceased to be the topic 
of embittered debate. 

Quictly and inconspicuously 
steps are now being taken for 
applying the law. None too 
soon, There is no great in- 
dustry in Britain which has 
caused so much trouble during 
the last thirty years as the coal 
industry. Vital as it is to the 
national prosperity, there has 
been none which has been so 
slow to accommodate itself to 
modern conditions, and none in 
which there has been so much 


.funrest among the workers or 


such disastrous strikes. 

In part, the trouble has been 
due to conditions not easily con- 
trollable; in part, to the fact that 
the old-fashioned individualism 
of owners has been confronted 
with the doggedness of a singu- 
larly class-conscious body ‘of em- 
ployees, But in the main in- 
adequate organization has been 
at the bottom of it; neglect of 
the known remedies gave eub- 
stance to the miners’ grievance. 

The authors of the Coal Mines 
Act took the courageous course 
of providing for the State pur- 
chase of all the coal-mining 
royalties in the country. Three 
years-hence all the coal in Great 
Britain will belong to the State

A blanket denial of the Japanese 
bombings on August 6 on Ichang 
which allegedly set fire te British 
ships, and during which bombs al- 
legedly exploded on British proper- 
ty, was issued by the Japanese Army 
to-duy through Mr. Yoshiaki Miura, 
the Japanese Consul-Gencral, reply- 
ing-to the British notes of August 6 
and August 7 concerning the damage 
allegedly sustained by British pru- 
perty and vessels. 

The Japanese Senior Commander 
stayed above Ichany for bout 10 
minutes after bombing to observe 
the effects of the attack but “did 
not observe any vessels which were 
moored nearby catch fire as the re- 
sult of the bombardment, 

“Therefore, if any British vessels 
were burnt or puted, it is presumed 
that the ship was set on fire at some 
other moment. owing to some other 
cause which would have nothing to 
do with the Japanese —bombard- 
ment,” the Japanese note stated.

War Victims’ 
-- Relief 


The Hongkonz Branch of the 


; National Women’s Relief ‘Association 


under the Jeadership of Madame Sun 
Fo and Madame T. V. Soong will 
hold their first flower sale to-morrow 
for the purpose of raising funds for 
the relief of war victims. 

Ever since its inauguration in 1936 
this Women's Rellef Association has 
proved itself to be one of the most 
effective _prganisations for the collec- 
tlon, purchase and transportation of 
medical and other relief supplies for 
the succour of wounded soldiers and 
other war victims. Within the time 
of a little over two years they have 
purchased and distributed no .,}ess 
than $106,000 worth of medical sup- 


plies and $108,000 . worth of ‘relict 
supplies. *In addition, funds to: the 
value of well over $100,000 have 
been allotted os subsidies to base 
hospitals, civilian hospitals, Red 
Cross mobile units and International 
Red Cross hospitals. 


In the past they have limited their 
solicitation for funds to more or less 
puvate channels but they now be- 
feve that this ‘coming -flower sale 
will bring the question of 
relief mure prominently before 
pubile attention. 


Several thousand women and girl

B ’s Coal 

Since last summer, when 
Parliament passed ‘the Coal 
Mines Act, the British coal in- 
dustry has ceased to be the topic 
of embittered debate. 

Quietly and inconspicuously 
steps are now being taken for 
applying the law. None too 
soon, There is no great in- 
dustry in Britain which has 
caused so much trouble during 
the last thirty years as the coal 
industry. Vital as it is to the 
national prosperity, there has 
been none which has been so 
slow to accommodate itself to 
modern conditions, and none in 
which there has been so much 
unrest among. the workers or 
such disastrous strikes. 

In part, the trouble has been 
due to conditions not easily con- 
trollable; in part, to the fact that 
the old-fashioned individualism 
of owners has been confronted 
with the doggedness of a singu- 
larly class-consclous nody of em- 
ployees. But in the main in- 
adequate organization has been 
at the bottom of it; neglect of 
the known remedies gave sub- 
stance to the miners’ grievance. 

The authors of the Coal Mines 
Act took the courageous course 
of providing for the State pur- 
chase of all the coal-mining 
royalties in the country. Three 
years hence all the coal in Great 
Britain will belong to the State 
represented by a Coal Com- 
mission, and this body was em- 
powered to take immediate 
measures to promote amalgama- 
tion of ‘collieries, if possible by 
agreement, if not, by compulsion 
—in or before 1940: . oan 

In view of, the inevitable, the 
collieryowners have already 
been getting together and have 
been bringing groups of mines 
under common tanagement. 
To hasten the procedure the 
Coal Commission has now issucd 
an “outline plan” dividing all the 
conl fields of Britain into areas 
each of which should become a 
single unit. It invites discussion 
and friendly co-operation as the 
best? means of securing sound 
results, ...- ;

PHERE is a good deal of dis-

If 
that truly is their idea, it is any- 
thing but a bright one. It is 
said that in any encounter in 
which the French Army is en- 
gaged, the presence of a bat- 
talion of the Foreign Legion is 
worth two brigades. My estim- 
ate of Dr. Goebbels’ propaganda 
work is that‘he is worth at least 
an army corps to his opponents. 

If anyone is thinking of hand- 
ing out a prize for thoroughly 
high-class recruiting work for 
our nationnl defence services, it 
would be sheer prejudice to 
overlook the signal claims of 
Hitler’s Minister of Propagan- 
da sand Public Information. 
“Doc” GoebLels, if one may bor- 
row the bright imagery of sclect 
American poker circles, fairly 
scoops the pool‘every time. Lord 
Kitchener was good | in 1914, 
But I um inclined to rank Dr. 
Goebbels just a few marks 
higher in 1939. 

Every time the “Doc” lets 
himself go, and pumps up some 
more of-his native super-heated 
venom, I] reckon it is worth quids 
to the Democratic Front. How 
well Cleopatra's invocation to 
the worm fits this mountebauk: 
“Poor venomous fool! Be angry, 
and despatch!’ 

Dr. Goebbels is so useful—to 
us—that if Germany had not got 
him it would) be our patriotic 
duty to suggest improvising him, 
In faet, aceepting Dr. Goebbels 
as part of the Nazi regime, if 
Germany has the Government it 
deserves its national deserts 
must be pretty nearly minus 
something astronomical. And 
yet there seems to ‘be a little 
clique of palpable mental refec- 
tives in these islands to whom 
the invaluable doctor's outbursts 
represent the Sermon on the 
Mount. They actually believe 
almost every word he says. 

If Joe Louis, America’s for- 
midable Brown Bomber, who has 
just necessitated the insertion of 
28 stitches in honest Tony Ga- 
lento’s face, complained that he 
was being physically intimidated 
by elderly spinsters, nobody 
would believe him. But our 
prize sentimentalists . and out- 
size emotional nitwits find not 
the least difficulty in the world 
in believing that intelligent and 
educated Germans think we are 
encircling them with intention 
to wipe the Reich off the map.

This sort of thing makes me 
uneasy. I get a disconcerting 
feeling that perhaps Hacken- 
schmidt, or whoever ‘is the cham- 
pion strong man of the moment 
in the circus arena, goes in hour- 
ly terror that I may assault him. 
What these encirclement-swal- 
lowers of these islands—I doubt 
whether any exist in Germany 
—are actually doing, besides 
possibly lending some slight as- 
sistance to Dr. Goebbels, is to 
imagine the Germans are as 
stupid as themselves. 

That is a gross exaggeration. 
Germans are really quite cute 
people. The way they are now 
winning the war they lost is 
proof enough of that. 

Then there is another favour- 
ite and. impassioned theme of 
the learned Dr. Goebbels to 
which even more people here 
seem to give credulous ear. -We 
are constantly -being told that 
the Germans ‘need ‘“Lebensra- 
um"—which means, in plain 
English, elbow-room for develop- 
ment. That fecble Gott-mit-uns 
bleat appedrs to go- quite well 
in certain home circles in the 
United Kingdom. Dear old Mr. 
Lansbury almost weeps when he 
is told how terribly Germany 
suffers from the lack of big open 
spaces. 

There are two simple answers 
to this tomfoolery. In the first 
place, in what way is Germany, 
so far as all commercial and 
trading facilities are concerned, 
any worse off than anybody else? 
Certainly, so far.as our Imperial 
possessions are concerned, Ger- 
mans are as free to trade and

How would handing her back 
her former colonies on a plate 
now afford us any more faith in 
Germany's peaceful intentions 
now than then? It is not “Le- 
bensraum” that the Nazi gang- 
sters of Berlin are after, but the 
old blood and iron ambition of 
Deutschland Uber Alles. You 
might as well try to tell me that 


a Chinese gangster when he 
pumps lead from his  auto- 
gun into some inoffensive citizen 
up town, is pining for “Leben- 
sraum.” In both instances the 
controlling impulse is just cri- 
minal greed and utterly egoistic 
exhibitionism. 

The only thing on earth that 
restrains Lhe Chicago gangster 
is the possibility of police action 
and “the chair.” The only thing 
that will restrain Hitler-Goering- 
Goebbels und Company is the 
possibility, amounting to a cer- 
tainty, that any further grand 
bluff will be promptly called, at 
whatever expense and incon- 
venience, and the certainty, 
which their Army chief’s could 
readily assure them of, that in 
another real) European show- 
down they would be much worse 
of from the start than they 
proved to be in 1914. They 
caught us napping as usual then, 
and began their bid for hege- 
mony with overwhelming advan- 
tages of numbers and equip- 
ment.

“Therefore, if uny Uritish vessels 
were burnt or gulted, jt is presumed 
that the ship was set on fire at some 
other moment owini to some other 
cause Which would ave nothing, to 
Japanese — bombard- 
ment,” the Japanese note stated.

AL CRICKET 


_ Coming Youngsiers Not 
Taken In Hand Early 
By Competent Teachers 


London. 


Maurice Tate, the former England and Sussex 

. bowler, who is now appearing in League cricket, 
has a word or two to say on the matter of spotting 
young talent and in an article in Reynolds News 
suggests that cricket might do well to imitate the 
F.A. in giving the summer sport a fittle more 


publicity. 


“Surely cricket has cnough cash 
available for ‘just such. a campaign 
as the F.A. have put into operas 
tion?" writes Tate, “While I am not 
of those aposties of gloom who say 
that the grand old summer sport {8 
dead, I do think that much real 
talent is, year by ycar, allowed to be 
wasted. . 

“Why?" he continues, “Because 
up-and-coming youngsters are not 
tuken fn hand by experts, men who 
could show them their faults and put 
them on the right road. 

“As a matter of fact, the develop- 
ment of a cricket star is more often 
than not a hophnzard offair, A boy 
shows promise of belng a batsman or 
bawler while still at school, What 
happens? He is given some sort of, 
rough and ready coaching by a sports 
master, an excelient fellow in his 
way, but, offen enough, without a 
ren] grounding in the game. 

YOUNGSTERS SPOILED 

“The result is that a youngster, 
one with a real aptitude for cricket, 
is usually spoiled from the start. It 
js all very well to show a Ind how 
to keep a straight ‘bat or to put his 
arm ‘overhigh. That's not enough. 
There must, from the beginning, be 
instruction In footwork, and when It 
comes to bowling, in use of the body 
in that final effort.” 

Tate goes on to say that while he 
Is the first to praise the enthusiastic 
manner in which schoolmasters carry 
out the work of tralning young 
cricketers he nevertheless feels that 
this worl: ought really to be done by 
Old-time professionals, no class that 
really knows the game. 

“While the county, clubs are 
usually crying: out that they cannot 
find young talent,” declares Tate, 
“they make litte effort to go out into 
the highways and byways and look 
for likely cricketers. 

“The whole system {is wrong. 
Quite apart from any couching sys- 
tem, there should be a scouting sys- 
tem along the lines of that in opera- 
tlon by Soccer clubs, 

“Too often we find that the future 
of a Test star rests on the recom- 
mendation of a club member. Now 
that clubmin may be on excellent 
judge of a player,, or, as is more 
often the case, he may be merely an 
enthusiastic, but inexpert, follower of 
the game. Yet, on his word, a 
youngster gets ao trial. 

REFORM NEEDED 

“There {s too much of the holy- 
of-holics about a county club head- 
quarters, In very few cases do you 
find it. possible for an unknown ‘to 
come olong ond show his. paces at 
the nets. 


“No, he must be recommended by 
a member, or, as is sometimes the 


case, he must have been eracking up 
huge scores or taking an exceptional 
number of wickets In Saturday club 
Games. Otherwise he is out.” 


Tate quotes the case gf a young 
bowler who was given a ‘chance in a 
championship game. He was good 
enough for the class of cricket in 
which he had been playing but when 
{t cme to the “big time’ game he 
failed dismally. He had never been 
told how to bowl to his fleld, says 
Tate. He had never really been told 
how to set his fleld and yet with 
sound coaching he might have 
turned Into a fine bowler. 


"As I see it,” concludes the former 
Sussex ericketer, “the amateurs, 
whether you like them or not, are 
coming more into the Ilmelight. In 
post-war seasons, most of the county 
skippers have been mediocre—thcey 
would not have found a place in, let 
alone Ied, teams that included such 
stars as Charies Fry, Sammy Woods, 
Stanley Jackson or Lionel Pailerct. 
But they are coming along strongly 
signal rank, . 


“Believe me, st is conching that 
counts all the time, Unless this !s 
done, the game will suffer, It can 
only live by the introduction of new 
blood—and that new blood must be 
chicfly transfused into the profes- 


sional ranke. 
Seige it erate 
“Under modern conditions the 
Game depends on the moncyeplayer 
and unless he js given every chance 
early .on. then. the - game . wil} . stand 
still. And any game that stands 
still, fs, in my opinion, dead."

LONDON, Aug. 17 (Reu- 
ter). — LON DON TERS were 
given o thrilling spectacle as 
French aireraft “invaded” 
the Metropolis in brilliant 
sunshine for an hour to-day. 

The Air Ministry subsequent- 


Jy reecived word from the French 
‘authorities that all,alreraft had 


‘returned safely to France, 


The frst “aireraid’ on London 
aince the World War took the 
majority of the Capital's mililons 
basking In tho sunshine or working 
in shirt sleeves In thelr’ offices, by 
surprise, 


Thousands Watch "Raid” 

Thousands of faces In the strects 
turned to the sky with eager Interest 
as the bombers, having made . their 
rendezvous with reconnaissance alr- 
craft, roared over the city In suc- 
cessive waves, Windows were crowd- 
ed and from, the  roof-tops, many 
people had a fine grand-stand view 
of the invading armada. 

The first bombers were at‘a great 
helght but others which followed 
were less than 1,000 feet up. As 
they passed, a single balloon barrage 
hovered over North London, the 
majority of barrages evidently having 
been lowered to minimise the risk of 
accidents, 

At 2.30 p.m, 17 — sinister-looking 
heavy bombers—their square wing 
tips contrasting with the ‘pointed 
wings of the British fhters—passed |, 
close by St. Paul's Cathedral so low 
that (ho identification marks on the 
fuselage could clearly be seen. 

Exciting ‘'Battle” 

Some bombers carried out w-daring 
mock rald on the Royal Alr Force 
Statlon at Mornchurech, Essex, from 
a helght of 5,000 feet. Within a few 
minutes of thelr appearance—which 
followed the depature of six fighters 
from the Station on patrol duty—3- 
Spitfire fighters had left the ground, 
An exciting battle ensucd in) which 
the 8-gun Spltfires—the fastest of 
thelr type in the world—darted in 
and out of the bomber formations, 

The bombers all crossed the coast 
at points between Newhaven ond 
Selsey Bill shout noon and many of 
them as they split up, went off on 
ralds over provincial towns und cities. 

Interception of the attackers was 
achieved despite a thick Channel 
haze rising to 5,000 fect which 
sereencd the bombers at a low 
altitude on thelr arrival. 

Shortly before 3 p.m., some of the 
invaders again circled London before 
speeding homewards at the end of 
the “invasion.” 

200 Planes Take Part 

PARIS, Aug. 17 (UP).—The Air 
Ministry hag announced that 200 
French bombing planes flew over 
Britain in the = first mass practice 
flight over British territory.

people had no fine grand-stand view 
of the Invading armada. 

The first bombers were at u great 
height but others which followed 
were less than 1,000 feet. up. Ag 
they passed, a single balloon barrage 
hovered over North London, the 
majority of barrages evidently having 
been lowered to minimise the risk of 
aceldents, 

At 2.30 p.m., 17 — sinister-looking 
heavy bombers—their square wing 
tips contrasting with the pointed 
Wings of the British fighters—passed 
close by St. Paul’s Cathedral so low 
that the identification marks .on the 
fuselage could clearly be seen.

DENIAL BY 
JAPANESE 


Shanghal, Aug, 17. 

A blanket denial of the Japanese 
bombings on August 6 on Ichang 
which allegedly set fire to Britlsh 
ships, and during which bombs al- 
legedly exploded on British proper- 
ty, was issued by the Japanese Army 
to-day through Mr. Yoshinki Miura, 
the Japanese Consul~General, reply- 
Ing to the Britlsh notes of August 6 
and August 7 concerning the damage 
allegedly sustained by British proe- 
perty and vessels. 


The Japanese Senior Commander 
stayed above Ichang for obout 10 
minutes after bombing . to observe 
the effects of the attack but “did 
not observe any vessels which were 
moored nearby catch fire as the re~ 
sult of the bombardment. 


“Therefore, if any British vessels 
were burnt or gutted, it is presumed 
that the ship was sct on fire at some 
other moment owing to some other 
cause which would have nothing to 
do with the Japanese bombard- 
ment,” the Japanese note stated. 


Admitting the possibility that dud 
bombs might have landed in the 
open area south-east of the Asiatic 
Petroleum Company’ instaliitian, the 
note expresses regret for such oc- 
currence as well as the possibility of 
juring the crew of the British ves- 
sel, . 

“However, if it-were true, all this 
would be attributed to the fact that 
military structures of the Chinese 
forces were allowed to be situated 
quite close to the British property in 
disregard of the repeated requests by 
Japanese authorities and the In- 
cldent must have happened unavoid- 
ably,” the note declared, asking that 
proof would be presented that 
British vessels were sct on fire as 
the result of the bombardment. 

The August 6 attack was launched 
against the military supplies ac- 
cumulated at Paotaho, 4 kilometres 
south-enst of Ichang and also the 
wharves south-east of Ichang— 
Domei. 


No Compensation Likely 


Shanghai, Aug. 17. 

Asked whether the Japanese. dis- 
claimer meant that no compensation 
for the loss of the ships would be 
paid, a Japanese army spokesman 
replied, “This cannot definitely be 
stated, but it is to ‘be assumed that 
no such claims will be entertained.”

Chinese Universities 
Move Westward 


ADDRESS TO Y’S MEN 


Dr. Shang Lin-fu, Professor of 
Suclofogy of the National Sun Yet- 
sen University, described the worl: 
being done {n Yunnan for the pre- 
servation of Chinese culture when he 
spoke to Hongkong Y's Men, at their 
weeldy tiffin yesterday at St. Francis 
Hotel on “Universitics tn the South- 
West Fronticr. Territory.” 

Dr. Shang deserlbed Yunnan as 
“China's Lost Horizon”, There in 
the mountains, amid the grandeur 
of the lakes and the primitive 
beauty of the rolling plateaux, six 
thousand fect above the seca, thou- 
sands of patriotic young men from 
all parts of China were not only 
keeping alive the . spark of Chinese 
culture and learning, but were re- 
kindling a great spirit of national 
renaissance, he sald. . 

In invading and occupying the 
preat cities of China, sald Dr. Shang, 
Japan had put the Chinese univer- 
sities to Might—from  urban-palace 
city to rural town, from rural town 
to the frontier.” But the war on 
Chinese culture was a dismal failure, 
It gave rise to a mighty westward 
movement, reminiscent of the Call- 
fornia gold rush—a great migration 
of people of principle and character 
who refused to serve as puppets, 

In addition to the Peiping and 
Tientsin and the Sun Yat-sen (Can- 
ton) Universitics, said Dr. Shang, 
four other institutlons of learning 
from north; central and cast China 
-had moved to Yunnan. 


Lack of Books 


The conditions under which these 
institutions were functioning were 
most arduous, Dr. Shang said. They 
had no palatial buildings, they were 
very short of books, equipment and 
apparatus, But-tho work. -went..on 
for all that, for buildings and books 
did not make ao university. Rather 
was it a gathering of intellectuals 
who could impart higher knowledge 
ond thinking to those who sought It. 
In one respect, at least, they were 
fortunate, In their new surroundings, 
free from the dust and turmoil of the 
metropolis, in country where nature's 
beauty was outspread in its utmost 
profusion, the students were inspired 
to nobler thoughts and more lofty 
ideals, 


These conditions were helping to 
develop a combination of urban and 
rural civilisation, sald Dr. Shang, 
helping to develop what Confucius 
called’ “a gentleman culture”—a 
combination of civility and rusticity, 
Thug the “frontier” was now China's 
cultural Zlon—the Zion of her ren- 
alssance in every aspect of -her 
national life. 


Dr. Shang paid tribute to many 
forcign helpers who were there 
living the rustic life, deprived of 
such things as butter, milk and bread 


und modern conveniences. 


The simple, clean Ufe was, how- 
ever, reacting benecficlally in every 
possible way. Physically, the effect 
was astounding on the students, In- 
tellectually, they came more into 
contact with reality. Culturally, 
there was a clash as well aos dif- 
fusion and intermingling of cultures. 


Dr. Shang concluded by saying 
that the students were naturally 
very homesick .for thelr old cilles 
and they knew they -would go back 
there some day; but they knew too 
that there was rio going back until 
China was free again, until the re-

LONDON, Aug. 17 (Reuter). 
Permanent Mandates Commission on the British White Paper policy 
for Palestine, and the United Kingdom Government’s comments in

did not oppose it,

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Britain’s Coal 

Since last summer, when 
Parliament ' passed the Coal 
Mines Act, the British coal in- 
dustry has ceased to be the topic 
of embittered debate. 

‘ Quictly and inconspicuously 
steps ure now being taken for 
applying the law. None too 
soon, There ig no great’ in- 
dustry in Britain which has 
caused so much trouble during 
the last thirty years as the coal 
industry. Vital as it is to the 
national prosperity, there has 
been none which has been so 
slow to accommodate itself to 
modern conditions, and none in 
which there has been so much 
unrest among the workers or 
such disastrous strikes, 

In part, the trouble has been 
due to conditions not casily con- 
trollable; in part, to the fact that 
the old-fashioned individualism 
of owners has been confronted 
with the doggedness of a singu- 
larly class-conscious body of em- 
ployees. But.in the mnin in- 
adequate organization has been 
at the bottom of it; neglect of 
the known remedies gave sub- 
stunce to the miners’ grievance. 

The authors of the Coal Mines 
Act took the courageous course 
of providing for the State pur- 
chase of all the coal-mining 
royalties in the country. Three 
years hence all the coal in Great 
Britain will belong to the State 
represented by a Coal Com- 
mission, and this body was em- 
powered to take immediate 
measures to promote amalgama- 
tion of collieries, if possible by 
agreement, if not, by compulsion 
—in or before 1940. 

In view of the inevitable, the 
colliery-owners have already 
been getting together and have 
been bringing groups of mines 
under common management. 
To hasten the’ procedure the 
Coal Commission. has now issued 
an “outline plan” dividing. all the 
coal fields of ‘Britain into areas 
each of which should become.a 
single unit. It invites discussion 
and friendly co-operation .as the 
best means of securing sound 
results, ; 

Thus the last stage in the re- 


‘leonstruction of this basic in- 


dustry is now in aight. .The 
indubtry ia to: be equipped to 


. |davelop its own resources to the 


utmost, face severo foreign com- 
petition, and provide’ better 
wages ‘and better conditions of 


lito for its workers. 


HERE ia a good deal of dis- 
cussion at the .moment 
about propaganda.

My estim- 
ate of Dr. Goebbels’ propaganda 
work is that he is worth at [cast 
an army corps to his opponents. 

If anyone is thinking of hand- 
ing out a prize for thoroughly 
high-class reeruiting work for 
our national defence services, it 
would be sheer prejudice to 
overlook the signal . claims of 
Hitler’s Minister of Propagan- 
da and — Public Information. 
“Doc” Goebbels, if onc may bor- 
row the bright imagery of select 
American poker cireles, fairly 
scoops the poo) every time. Lord 
Kitchener was good in 1914. 
But I am inclined to rank Dr. 
Goebbels just a few marks 
higher in 1939, ; 

Every time 
himself go, and pumps up some 
more of his native super-hented 
venom, f reckon it is worth quids 
to the Democratic Front. How 
well, Cleopatra's invocation to 
the worm fits this mountebauk: 
“Poor venomous fool! Be angry, 
and despatch!” 

Dr. Goebbels is so useful—to 
us—that if Germany had not got 
him it would. be our patriotic 
duty to suggest improvising him, 
In fact, accepting Dr. Goebbels 
as part of the Nazi regime, if 
Germany has the Government it 
deserves its national deserts 
must be pretty nearly minus 
something astronomical.

If Joe Louis, America’s for- 
midable Brown Bomber, who has 
just necessitated the insertion of 
28 stitches in honest Tony Ga- 
lento’s face, complained that he 
was being physically intimidated 
by elderly spinsters, nobody 
would believe him. But our 
prize sentimentalists and out- 
size emotional nitwits..find. not 
the least difficulty in the world 
in believing that intelligent and 
educated Germans think we are 
encircling them with intention 
to wipe the Reich off the map.

This sort of thing makes me 
uneasy. I get a disconcerting 
feeling that perhaps Hacken- 
schmidt, or whoever is the cham- 
pion strong man of the moment 
in the circus arena, goes in hour- 
ly terror that I may assault him.

JAPANESE IN CONTROL OF 
WHOLE OF THE FRONTIER 


DESCRIPTION OF 
CONDITIONS IN 
SHUMCHUN 


THE HONGKONG Border Police this 


morning confirmed 


that the Japanese 


‘had’ successfully extended their opera- 


tions along the border as far as Shatau- 
kok. The manoeuvre was carried out 
yesterday and completed about half 
past nine last night. . 


According to a report reccived at Taipo, some three 
or four hundred Japanese entered Chinese territory close 


to Shataukok Iast night. 


There was no fighting, and 


according to Shataukok reports, no influx of Chinese has 


yet taken place. 

A “Domei” report avers 
that Japanese field officers 
announced occupation of the 
border territory up to Sha- 
taukok on Wednesday even- 
ing, and that the entire 
frontier came under Japan- 
ese control two days ago, 
but this claim is not substan- 
ated by observers on the 
British side of the border. 

An all-day visit: yesterday to 
the border by a special “Tele- 
graph” representative revealed 
that the Japanese operations had 
cut off one-quarter of the food 
supplies coming from Kwang- 
tung into Hongkong. 


While a large number of the 
refugees which streamed into the 
New Territories on Wednesday 
had returned to their own dis- 
tricts -vesterday, some 2,500 re- 
mained, and it was officially re- 
ported that a big self-supporting 
group of refugees from the 
Shumchun Swastika Club was 
occupying trains at Taipo. 

Although they. wished to remain tn 
their headquarters at the Shuinchun 
Casino, the Japanese refused them 
permission. However, their flag was 
stil] visible from the border, flying 
from the Casino. 

No restrictions were placed on the 
movements of Chinese peasants across 
the border at Shumchun yesterday, 
and to outward appearances things 
were fairly normal. 

Forced Labour Imposcd 

Chinese coming from Shumchun 
into British territory told varied 
storles of what was happening in the 
Chinese city since its occupation by 
the Japanese: 

According to one man Japanese 
money was already being celirculated 
there. Others told of how they had 
been rounded up for forced Jabour, 
carrying, stores and ammunition for 
the Japanese. 

One wealthy merchant complain- 
ed that he was robbed, the Japanese 
leaving him only one dollar with 
which to come into British territory. 
He sald he was driven from a 
village close to Shumchun and made 
to bow low to all the Japanese 
sentrics, who returned the salute. 
According to this man, the majority 

of these soldicrs are Formosans. 

While business was carried on as 
usual in Shumchun yesterday, pre- 
datory raids on Chinese stores in the 
city by Japanese soldiers were rcport- 
ed. One foki said that in the store 
where he worked, soldiers came and 
helped themselves to $1,000 worth of 
rice, and made him take it to thelr 
quarters. 

Another refugee came across the 
border with the story that- most of 
the Japanese troops were spending 
the day busily cleaning their rifles and 
equipment, and one of the soldiers 
had informed him that they expected 
to move off in three days time for 
action elsewhere. ~ 

Lowu Restrictions 

Apparently only at Lowu have re- 
strictions been imposed upon pede- 
strian traMe across the border, . Both 
the British and Japanese authorities 
have imposed a ban, and there {5 no 
Movement from one side to the other. 

On the British side of -the frontler 
barricades of barbed wire have been 
erected, while the Japanese 
piled up banks of sandbags, which 
practically hides them from observo-

Fate Of The Four. 
Tientsin Suspects 


“APPEAL - 
AGAINST 
JUDGMENT 


Shanghal, Aug. 17, 
Acting on Instructlons from Lon- 
don, Mr. H. A. Reeks and J. R. 
Jones, representatives of Ellis and 
Hays, have telegraphed their agents 
in Tientsin to get in touch with the 
four Chinese prisoners with a view 
ne obtaining authority to represent 
them, . “ 
Bestdes appealing against the judg- 
ment of Asaistant Judge Grant Jones, 
they intend to lodge a fresh applica= 
tlon for a writ of habeas corpus to 
the Full Court.—Reuter. 


Summary Of Judgment 


- Shanghai, Aug. 17. 
The following Is the gist of the 
judgment piven by Assistant Judge 
Grant Jones: 


Counsel has not submitted the 
names of the prisonere and I doubt 
whether a writ could be issucd in 50 
Incomplete an form as {fs here con- 
templated, 

A writ of habeas corpus 1s not 
confined to British subjects but ap- 
plics to all persons under the pro- 


-tection of the Crown, whether allen 


friends or alien cnemies, It is not 
essential for the appUcatlon for the 
writ to proceed directly from the 
prisoner, Denial of access to the 
prisoner with consequent absence of 
instructions from hlm constitutes a 
condition precedent to the application 
on his behalf, even by n relation or 
friend, ‘ 

The rule here sought on behalf of 
four Chinese {s by persons who, in 
my opinion, are mere strangers or 
volunteers, The present applicants 
have not been shown to have any 
authority to appear on behalf of those 
prisoners or the right to represent 
them, 

Counsel (Mr, H. A. Reels and Mr. 
J. R. Jones) did intend to suggest at 
the hearing of the application that 
the prisoners were so coerced ns to 
be Incapable of making an oMdavit, 
but there {is no allegation to that 
effeetin their joint aMdavit by which 
the applention {Is supported. An 
affidavit is absolutely necessary 
elther from the party who claims the 
writ or from some other person so 
us to satisfy the Court that he is so 
coerced as to be unable to makc It. 
There {s before me no such affidavit, 
but mercly an aMdavit by counsel 
for applicants, made of their own In» 
formation, knowledge+and belief as 
to the facts on which the application 
ig founded. 

The application must be dismissed.
